Very apparent and palpable it. is, that Palſtein 
by this deuiſe of entertaining his aduerſaries with a 
treaty of peace, hath exccedingly ſtrengthened hims 
ſelfe, and much wrought his owne aduantage for 
it was well knowne, that before this ceſſation of 
Armes; for euery Cannon he was not prouided with 
three Shootes of Powder, neither had he almoſt 
any Match in his Army ; and many other commo- 
dities abſolutely neceflary, were wanting amongſt 
them, but ſince in the time of the ceflation, hee 
hath not onely furniſhed his Army with all manner

This Euening about 6. of the Clocke, the 
whole Vant-guard of the Imperialiſts appeared,and 
thenext morning, the 19. Colonell Hatzfeld ſent 
a Trumpet into the Citie, and an houre after, Ha/ke 
another : Who being both brought into.the Citie 

blind-folded, 


Saxony and Sileſia, 4 
blind-folded, the former prenounced his meflage 
by werd of mouth, the latter in writeing ; the cen- 
tents of beth were , they required them to.yeeld vp 
the Citie to his Imperiall Maicſtie, and to take in 
an Imperiall Garriſon, -- © — :

The 20. Some of the Towne Souldiers went 


out to S, Johns Hoſpitall , from thenc to ferch in 
all the Beere , but the Imperialiſts comming on ſo 
faſt,they were conftrained to retyre with their emp- 
ty Carts, and leaue the Beere behind : The Imperi- 
all Horſe-men and Dragoonners at this time remai- 
ned about the Churchk-yard without the Citie, the 
foore with Muſquets aduanced to skirmiſh vpen 


the Towne, that in the meanewhile ſome Souldiers

"Beere the Towne had left in S. /9hns Hoſpitall; but 
they were ſo payed by the Towne Ordnance, - that 
they were glad to looſe the Horſ®from their Carts, 
and let the Beere ſtand. 


The 21. (being Swndy) the Citizens aſlem-

10950, Communteants, in, one Church ) and after 
their Sabbath daies exeroiſe was fintſhed, ler flie 
their Ordnance vpon the enemy, and as they iudge, 
killed many:In the euening the Impertalifts enquar- 
tered themſclues about the Grimmiſh-gate' in the 
Suburbes neere S. /ohns Hoſpitall;ratfing vp high 
Batteries, whereby they got great aduantage; the 
Towne endeauoured what they could to-preuent 
them, but by reaſon of many Houſes that ſtood be- 
rweene that place and their Ordnance,they were not 
able. b | 

The 22. the! Imperialtſts about two of the 
Clocke began tocaft 'Fire-balls and Granadoes, 
ſome weighing 60. pounds, alwayes fixeat once; 


' butſuch carewas taken at firſt, that they did little 


harme, either they were ſoone quenched , or fell on 
the ground, or burſt in the Aire, that it gricued the 
Imperialifts to ſee their enterpriſes take no better 
effe& : Hereupon they | ſent a Trumpet into the 
Towne, to ſummon and inuite them ro agreement; 
promiſing there ſhould bee reaſonable treaties pro-
